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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


ROMULUS ZACHARIAH LINNEY, DOCTOR OF LITERATURE 


Called by the New York Times “one of our most perceptive chroniclers of 
the folkways of rural America,” 1953 Oberlin alumnus Romulus Linney 
weds the writing life with the teaching life in a career that has been as 
prolific as it has been honored. Linney, professor of the arts at Columbia 
University and adjunct professor of English at the University of 
Pennsylvania, is the author of three novels, 13 long plays and 22 short 
plays. The Washington Post wrote, “Linney’s words do it all, summoning 
up vistas of scary beauty and passions of elemental force.” Linney’s 
professional honors include a 1980 Obie award, three Hollywood Drama- 
Logue awards, the Mishima Prize for Fiction, the 1984 Award in Literature 
from the American Academy and Institute of Arts and Letters, and a 1992 
Obie Award for Sustained Excellence in Playwriting. He has also been 
awarded two fellowships from the National Endowment for the Arts and 
grants from the Guggenheim Foundation, the Rockefeller Foundation, and 


SHELDON SANFORD WOLIN, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Political scientist Sheldon S. Wolin, a summa cum laude graduate of 
Oberlin and a member of the class of 1944, has, through his 
reinterpretations of the major political thinkers of the past, such as Plato, 
Machiavelli and Hobbes, transformed our understanding of their ideas. He 
has also sought to revitalize the theory and practice of democratic 
citizenship and has been a leading critic of the bureaucratic and industrial 
state that inhibits participatory politics. In 1985, the American Political 
Science Association gave its Benjamin Lippincott Award, which 
recognizes work still influential after 15 years or more, to Wolin’s Politics 
and Vision: Continuity and Innovation in Western Political Thought 
(1960). Wolin’s other books and numerous articles include studies of the 
1960s Berkeley student rebellion. His most recent book is The Presence of 


the National Foundation for the Arts. Linney is also a graduate of the Yale 
School of Drama. Six of his one act plays have been selected for the annual 
“Best Short Plays” series. Laughing Stock was chosen by Time magazine as 
one of the 10 best plays of 1984. Heathen Valley won the National Critics 
Award and was included in Best Plays of the Year 1987-88. Linney again 
received the National Critics Award for the 1989-90 season with his play 2 
about Hitler’s second-in-command, Hermann Goering. That play also was 
included in Best Plays of the Year 1989-90. One of Linney’s newest plays, 
Shotgun, was commissioned by the Actors Theatre of Louisville’s (ATL) 
Humana Festival of New American Plays and produced this year. Marcia 
Dixcy wrote in the ATL News that in Shotgun, and in many of his greatest 
works, “Linney explores at least two formidable frontiers: the frontier of the 
conscious and unconscious mind and . . . the frontier of good and evil.” 


the Past (1989). His honors include fellowships from the Rockefeller and 
Guggenheim foundations and the American Council of Learned Societies. 
Wolin earned the M.A. in 1947 and the Ph.D. in 1950 from Harvard University. 
He studied at Oxford University (Magdalen College) from 1949 to 1950, and 
received an honorary M.A. from Oxford University in 1976. He was assistant 
professor at Oberlin College from 1950 to 1954, and he has held professorial 
appointments at the University of California at Berkeley (1954 to 1970), the 
University of California at Santa Cruz (1970 to 1972) and Princeton University 
(1972 to 1987). In 1963 he gave the Jaszi Memorial Lecture at Oberlin—the 
first of many honorary lectures that he has given at, among other places, the 
University of Notre Dame, the New School for Social Research in New York, 
and Yale Divinity School.
